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GERMAN. * ‘ 
Berlin, May 19.—The text of to- 
day’s German army 


statement says: 

_ “Western front: West of the Meuse 
was captured French trenches on both 
sides of the road from Haucourt to 
Hsnes extending to the southern cor- 
ner of the Canard (Duck) wood. 


Nine officers and 120 men were made 


prisoners, 

“A new attack by the French 
against Hill 304 broke down with con- 
siderable losses to the enemy. 

“East of the Meuse the artillery fire 
on both sides increased temporarily 
to great violence. 

“Airmen on both sides have been 
active. First Lieutenant Boeicke shot 
down his sixteenth aeroplane, south 
of Ripont. The Luneville station and 
the aerodrome and barracks at Epi- 
nal were bombarded. 

“Balkan front: An air squadron at- 
tacked enemy camps fiear Kukush, 
Causica, Mihalova and Saloniki.” 

Today’s official Austrian report 
says: 

“Italian front: In the coastal re- 
gion and on the Carinthian sector 
artillery operations were impeded by 
fog. Southeast of Monfalcone the 
Italians attempted to recapture posi- 
tions near Bagni which they lost re- 
cently, but they were repulsed. 

“In the Col di Lana district re- 
peated hostile attacks were made 
without success, In the Southern 
Tyrol Austrian-Hungariau iroops at- 
tacked and captured the frontier ridge 
of Maggio between the Astico and 
Leno valley, crossed the Luan valley 
southeast of Piazza, and took Costa- 
bella. They repulsed several hostile 
attacks south of Moschere, on the 
Zegnatorta. 

“Yesterday we captured more than 
900 Italians, among whom were 12 
officers, and took 18 cannon and ma- 
chine guns. 

“The official Itallan reports of May 
16 and 17 state that the Austro- 
Hungarian losses in these engage- 
ments were enormous. These reports 
were invented in order to diminish 
the impression made by the Italian 
retreat. The losses of the enemy can 
be estimated only by those who hold 
the battlefield. The Italians are not 
in that position. The Austro-Hun- 
garians, while appreciating at its full 
value the sacrifice of every brave 
soldier, are able to declare that the 
Austro-Hungarian losses have been ex- 
ceedingly small, thanks to the ability 
of the infantry, the powerful protec- 
tion given by the artillery and the 
experience in war of the command- 
ers.” 

Berlin, May 18.—The official Ger- 
man statement today suvys: 

“Western front — Hand-grenade 
engagements southwest of Laon con- 
tinued. 

“Three further attacks by the 
French against our positions on Hill 
304 were repulsed this morning. 
During a retreat through Esnes the 
enemy suffered heavy losses. This 
refers to attempts to attack made 
by a fresh African division, consist- 
ing of .mixed white and colored 
French troops. 

“An advance by weak enemy 
forces southwest of Reich Ackerkopf 
failed completely. 

“Eastern front—An enemy aero- 
plane was brought down east of Kra- 
schin.”’ 

The Austrian statement issued to- 
day says: 

“Artillery combats are jn progress 
along the whole front. On Doberdo 
plateau our new position was ex- 
tended by the explosion of mines. 
The enemy directed a drum fire on 
the position and then attacked. He 
was repulsed by Infantry Regiment 
No. 43 in a fight with hand grenades. 

“The artillery fire became violent 
at times at the Gorizia bridgehead 
in the Krn sector, near Flitsch and 
at several places on the Carinthian 
front. 

“Night attacks of the enemy in 
the Dolomites, against Hexengels and 
the ridge north of Fienberg weré re- 
: pulsed. 

“In the sector of Loppio lake the 
enemy maintained a_ strong fire 
against our lines. 

“Strong squadrons of military aia 
naval aeroplanes yesterday and the 
night before dropped many bombs on 
railroad stations and other establish- 
ments of Venice, Mestre, Cormons, 
Cividale, Udinem, Perlacardin and 
Erwiso. Good effects were observed, 
at all these places, particularly at 


Udinem, where about thirty anti- 
aircraft cannon maintained a useless 
fire.”

EUROPEAN WAR ZONE ITEMS

FRENCH. 


Paris, May’ 19.—The War Office 
issued this evening 
says: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse, the 
artillery struggle continues very vio- 
lent on the front of Avocourt wood, 
Hill 304, and in the region of Le Mort 
Homme. The enemy made no at- 
tempt to attack during the day. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
and in the Woevre, the artillery was 
moderately active. The day was com- 
paratively quiet on the rest of the 
front, exeept in Champagne and the 
Vosges, where our artillery was es- 
pecially active. 

“During the night of May 18-19, 
our aviators made many bombarding 


expeditions, The aerodrome at Mor- 
hange, the stations at Metz-Sablons, 
Arnaville, Brieulles, St. Enay, Sedan 


and Etain, and’ bivouacs at Montfau- 
con and Azannes received numerous 
projectiles.” 

Belgian communication—“Great ar- 
tillery activity prevailed, especially in 
the region of Dixmude, where our 
guns of every caliber carried out a 
destructive fire on the German defens- 
ive organizations.” 

Paris, May 18.—The Official state- 
ment says: 

“North of the Aisne, we dispersed 
an enemy detachment which at- 
tempted to reach one of our trenches 
south of Nouvron. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse, 
the enemy, after a violent bombard- 
ment, began a strung attaek on our 
positions in the Avocourt wood and 
on Hill 804. Our curtain of fire and 
the fire of our machine guns stopped 
the enemy, who appeared to have 
suffered serious losses. 

“The artillery action 
very violently on the 
sector. 

“There was an intermittent bom- 
bardment on the right bank, 
intense at Les Eparges."’ 

The Belgian communication says: 

“Yesterday, toward the end of the 
evening, after a violent bombard- 
ment with trench mortars and heavy 
cavalry guns, a German detachment 
attacked one of our posts on the 
bank of the Yser, north of Steen- 
straete. The enemy was stopped by 
our fire.’’

BRITISH. 

London, May 18.—The British of- 
ficial statement on the aerial cam- 
paign says: 

“Yesterday there was again con- 
siderable aerial work. Several com- 
bajts took place. One hostile machine 


‘|is’ believed to have been accounted 


for, as it was last seen descending 
vertically. 

“During the afternoon, after a 
strong bombardment, the enemy 
gained a mine crater held by us on 
the Vimy ridge. Last night a strong 
hostile patrol, which tried to rush 
one of our posts near Wieltje, was 
driven back. Today, except for ar- 


tillery activity about Angres and St. 
Eloi, there was no special incident 
to report.”’ 


The following official communica- 
tion concerning the operations in 
Egypt was made public tonight: 

“The general officer commanding 
in chief in Egypt reports a success- 
ful enterprise against the enemy at 
Bayoud and Mageibra, which was 
carried out by a column of Austral- 
ian and New Zealand mounted troops 
May 16. The enemy made no resist- 
ance and fled at once, pursued by us. 
The very great heat and the bad 
going over the deep sands made it 
impossible for the pursuit to be car- 
ried very far. 

-“Thirty-six camels, a quantity of 
Turkish ammunition and one Turk- 
ish soldier were captured at Bayoud, 


and the enemy camp there was en- 
tirely destroyed.”

El Paso, Tex., May 18.—Sergeant 
Harry Furman, a member of the ma- 
chine company of the Twenty-third 
Infantry, was shot and killed on Mex- 
ican soil a mile and a half east of 
Juarez today by Mexican customs 
guards. 


Presidio, Tex., May 19.—Placido 
Villaneuva, a Villa leader, who was 
reported killed in a fight with Col- 
onel Telesforo Dominguez, near Ojin- 
aga, several weeks ago,.is not only 
alive, but has joined in active band- 
itry with Jose Chavez, another well- 
known outlaw. 


Laredo, Tex., May 18.—Passengers 
arriving in Nuévo Laredo today from 
Mexico City say the disaffection 
among employees of Mexican rail- 
ways is spreading rapidly. No trains 
are .being run on: some railway divi 
sions, while generally all freight train 
service has been annulled. 


Washington, May 18.—Several Con-

UNION IRON WORKS 10 
BUILD 3 MORE BOATS 


$4,000,000 Contract Closed for 
Huge Tankers 


San Francisco.—Added lustre to 
San Francisco’s fame as one of the 
world’s great shipbuilding centers 
comes with the announcement by the 
Union Iron Works that it has just 
signed the largest contract, with one 
exception, ever made by a shipbuild- 
ing company on the Pacific Coast. 

The contract is with the Pan- 
American Pétroleum Transport Com- 
pany of New York and Los’ Angeles 
and ealls for the construction of 
three big oil tankers, costing approx- 
imately $4,000,000. This makes a 
total of twenty big steel vessels, 
either under construction or ordered 
at the local works. 

The new tankers will be similar in 
design to the tankers under construc- 
tion for the Standard Oil Company. 
They will each be 435 feet in length, 
56 feet in width and 7,200 gross 
tons, with a capacity of 70,000 bar- 
rels of oil. 

One of the tankers, under the 
terms of the contract, must be de- 
livered in September, 1917; another 
in October, 1917, and the third in 
April, 1918. In addition to these 
three for the Pan-American Com- 
pany, there are seven under way at 
the local works for the Standard Oil 
Company, all for delivery within the 
next eighteen months. 


SUNDRY CIVIL BILL 
REPORT IN HOUSE 


Washington.—Appropriation of $16,- 
800,000 for continuing construction 
and operation of the Panama canal, 
and a fund of $4,535,000 for its fortifi- 
cation, are among items in the sun- 
dry civil bill reported te the House 
May 19 by the Appropriations Com- 
mittee.

Salt-Water Cataracts. 

There are a good many salt-water 
cataracts in existence. They may be 
found in Norway, southern Chile 
and British Columbia, where narrow 
fiords, or arms of the sea, are ob- 
structed by barriers of rock.

MISUNDERSTANDING “D. C. M.”|A Great Work at Isthmus of Panama | 


(From the Lexington (Va.) Gazette, 
April 22 1841.) 

Early in the spring of last year, 
an enterprising company in Paris, 
France, fitted out an expedition to 
ascertain, by, a careful survey, 
whether it is practicable to connect 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans by 
a ship canal across the Isthmus of 
Panama. We learn from a letter 
received by a gentleman from a New 
Orleans correspondent, that the ex- 
Pedition arrived at the mouth of 
the Chagres, ready to commence op- 
erations, about the last of August, 
and that on the first of December, a 
partial survey of two different 
routes had left on the minds. of the 
engineers an impression that the 
long contemplated enterprise was 
not only practicable, but that a ca- 
nal of sufficient capacity for the 
largest ships might be constructed 
at a cost much below any of the es- 
timates which have hitherto been 
published. Unless the local gov- 
ernments, therefore, interpose some 
insurmountable obstacles, we shall 
look for the prosecution of this 
great work at an early period. 

The distance directly across the 
Isthmus at this point is less than 
thirty miles; but by pursuing the 
course of the river to the town of 
Cruces, some twenty-five miles from 
its mouth, ships can go within fif- 
teen miles of the Pacific.
